Sophs  To  Face 
Test  Battery 

Wartburg  sophomores  will  face 
a  battery  of  national  tests  Thurs¬ 
day,  according  to  W.  G.  Fruehling, 
psychology  instructor. 

Tests  will  be  administered  in 
the  high  school  auditorium  from 
8:25  to  11:45  a.m.  and  from  1:15 
to  4:15  p.m.  to  all  sophomores. 
Absences  from  these  tests  will  be 
treated  in  the  same  manner  as 
absences  from  classes. 

Sponsored  by  the  Educational' 
Testing  Service,  the  National  Col¬ 
lege  Sophomore  Testing  program 
is  also  given  annually  at  Central, 
Momingside,  Penn  and  St.  Am¬ 
brose  colleges. 

Benefits  of  the  tests  listed  by 
Mr.  Fruehling  include  an  objec¬ 
tive  index  of  the  achievement  of 
the  individual  student,  a  basis  for 
student  self-appraisal  and  a  guide 
for  the  student  in  the  selection  of 
a  specialized  area  of  study. 

Sophomores  are  urged  to  bring 
two  pencils  and  an  eraser  and  to 
be  ready  to  start  each  test  at  the 
prescribed  time.

Of  Probation  Status 
For  Convo  Misses 

Several  Wartburg  students  have 
been  placed  in  danger  of  disci¬ 
plinary  probation  after  incurring 
six  unexcused  absences  from  con¬ 
vocation  this  semester,  according 
to  the  Rev.  Marvin  Grunke,  act¬ 
ing  dean  of  students.  • 

Warnings  concerning  their 
status  were  sent  out  to  several 
students  last  week  by  the  dean, 
acting  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  college  administrative  council. 

“Convocations  are  a  vital  and 
integral  part  of  our  college  pro¬ 
gram.  For  that  reason  presence  at 
convocations  is  expected  of  all  our 
students,”  said  Dean  Grunke  in 
explaining  the  recent  action. 

Several  provisions  of  discipli- 
I  nary  probation  listed  in  the  annual 
catalog  include  forfeit  of  finan- 
|  cial  aids,  removal  of  permission 
I  to  represent  the  college  in  public 
|  events,  ineligibility  for  office,  re¬ 
moval  of  permission  to  receive 
awards  and  notification  of  the  pro¬ 
bation  tp  parents  or  guardians,  as 
well  as  noting  of  probation  on 
college  transcripts. 

Dean  Grunke  reminded  all  stu¬ 
dents  to  secure  convocation  ex¬ 
cuses  from  his  office.

Student  body  government, 
pie  UN  session  and  barber  shop 
quartet  contest  were  discussed  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Student 
Senate  held  last  Monday  night  in 
Luther  hall. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Facul¬ 
ty-Student  council,  the  Student 
Senate  agreed  to  hold  a  meeting 
during  convocation  period  which 
will  acquaint  people  with  the 
function  of  student  government 
on  the  campus.  Mimeographed 
sheets  explaining  the  relationship 
and  organization  of  college  gov¬ 
ernment  will  be  handed  out. 

Channels  through  which  sug¬ 
gestions  for  better  student  govern¬ 
ment  may  be  made  will  also  be 
explained.  Students  will  be 
allowed  to  express  their  ideas  at 
this  meeting. 

Another  item  taken  up  was  that 
of  financing  the  four  delegates  al¬ 
lotted  to  Wartburg  for  the  sample 
UN  session  to  be  held  at  Des 
Moines,  April  30  to  May  2.  It 


decided  that  the  four  people  who 
applied  first  to  go  would  be  paid 
$7.50  each,  which  is  one-half  of 
their  registration  fee.  Besides  that, 
their  transportation  cost  will  be 
paid. 

Money  for  this  purpose  will  be 
taken  from  the  fund  given  to  the 
Senate  for  Current  expenses  by 
the  student  activities  committee.

Dorothy  Thompson  Will  Speak 
On  Last  Artist  Series  Number 


Dorothy  Thompson,  leading 
woman  journalist,  will  speak 
the  last  number  of  the  cur 
Artist  Series  of  Wartburg,  at  the 
Waverly  high  school  auditorium 
on  March  35  at  8  p.m. 

As  an  author,  columnist  and 
radio  commentator,  Miss  Thomp¬ 
son  is  known  by  millions  the 
world  over.  She  achieved  interna¬ 
tional  fame  in  1S34  when  ordered 
out  of  Germany  after  publishing 
her  book,  “I  Saw  Hitler.” 

Daughter  of  a  Methodist  minis¬ 
ter,  Miss  Thompson  spent  her 
early  childhood  in  upstate  New 
York,  but  attended  secondary 
schools  in  Chicago.  After  her  gra¬ 
duation  from  Syracuse  university, 
she  spent  several  years  doing  so¬ 
cial  work  before  her  trip  to  Eu¬ 
rope. 

Her  journalistic  career  became 
known  after  a  chance  interview 
with  the  famous  Irish  patriot, 
Terence  McSweeney,  several 


hours  before  he  was  arrested  and 
put  into  jail  to  begin  a  hunger 
strike  which  resulted  in  ‘  ' 
death. 

In  her  newspaper  column  "On 
the  Record,”  which  is  distributed 
to  over  a  hundred  newspapers  in 
the  United  States,  Miss  Thompson 
is  admired  by  her  readers  for  her 
unbiased  viewpoint.  On  her  most 
recent  tour  to  Europe  in  1947,  she 
reported  to  the  American  people 
her  findings  of  the  Polish  national 
elections.  For  eight  years  in  Vien¬ 
na  and  Berlin,  she  acted  as  head 
of  the  Berlin  bureau  of  the  New 
York  Evening  Post  and  worked 
for  the  Curtis  newspapers. 

Miss  Thonspson  has  been  re¬ 
porting  to  her  readers  in  America 
the  facts  behind  the  international 
situation.  These  people  are  aware 
of  her  influence  for  the  freedom 
of  ail  people  and  of  her  stand 
against  totalitarian  ideologies.

President  Becker,  in  recounting 
his  recent  experiences  in  Chicago, 
remarked,  “The  name  of  Wart¬

In  conclusion,  he  added,  “I 
never  came  back  to  Wartburg  with 
so  much  joy  or  hope  or  faith  in 
our  future,  or  with  so  much  grati¬ 
tude  to  God.  I  am  glad  of  our  past 
history,  and  I  look  forward  to  a 
brighter  tomorrow." 

President  Explains. 

Next  morning  at  convocation 
President  Becker  explained  to  the 
student  body  the  meaning  of  ac¬ 
creditation. 

This  means  that  Wartburg  has 
as  high  a  rating  as  any  college  in 
this  country;  that  it  has  received 
the  highest  regional  accreditation 
possible:  students  graduating  from 
here  can  now  present  their  credits 
to  any  college  or  university  in  the 
United  States  and  they  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  without  question. 

North  Central  will  continue  to 
evaluate  Wartburg  in  some  way 
each  year.  Other  evaluating  agen¬ 
cies,  not  to  be  confused  with  ac¬ 
crediting  associations,  may  now 
also  give  recognition  to  the  col¬ 
lege. 

President  Becker  pointed  out 
that  the  faculty  of  Wartburg,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  North  Central  as¬ 
sociation,  is  one  of  the  college's 
strongest  points,  as  it  ranked 
above  the  90th  percentile  as  to 
amount  of  graduate  study. 

Outlines  14  Points. 

Outlining  a  program  of  14  points 
for  the  year  1948-’49  President 
Becker  listed  the  following: 

1.  Adjust  the  contracts  with 
faculty  members  to  bring  them 
into  conformity  with  North  Cen¬ 
tral  regulations. 

2.  Raise  salaries,  especially  of 
members  of  the  staff,  where  such 
raises  are  indicated. 

3.  Strive  for  a  uniform  system 
of  sabbatical  leaves  for  members 
of  the  faculty. 

4.  Remodel  Grossmann  hall 
this  summer. 

5.  Establish  an  infirmary  for 
both  men  and  women. 

Raise  tuition  to  bring  the 
rates  into  ^line  with  other  colleges 

Provide  additional  library 
facilities  before  the  opening  of  the 

-  school  year. 

Increase  expenditures  for  li¬ 
brary  purchases. 

9.  Arrange  for  additional  of¬ 
fices  and  for  an  adequate  faculty 

10.  Gather  funds  this  year  for 
the  chapel-auditorium  addition 
and  complete  a  major  part  of  the 
project  by  the  fall  of  1949. 

11.  Arrange  for  additional 
classrooms  in  the  present  gym¬ 
nasium  by  the  second  semester  of 
the  1948-49  school  year. 

12.  Increase  faculty  personnel. 

13.  Engage  full-time  dean  of 
faculty. 

14.  Introduce  a  divisional  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  faculty.

We  must  add  that  tradition  to  loyalty,  allow  it  to  simmer,  and 
sometimes  boil,  over  the  warm  flame  of  Christian  fellowship 
and  produce  a  dish  of  the  Greater  Wartburg. 

What  does  the  future  demand  of  present-day  Wart- 
burgers?  It  demands  more  of  us  than  that  new  gymnasium, 
chapel-auditorium  and  women’s  dormitory;  it  demands  loy¬
